General 
Iforace Porter, the United States ambassador, presided. 

Covers were laid for i00 and thse company included all the members 
of ihe United States peace commission except Mr. Whitelaw Reid, who 
is indisposed, the members of the United States embassy and consulate 
and representatives of the American colony in Paris. M. Bartholdi and : 
several other Frenchmen were pf esent. 

General Horace Porter, in the course of his remarks, dwelt upon the 
special reasons America has for giving thanks in the present year, say- 
ing that special thanks were due to providence and the soldiers of Amer- 
ica for the outcome of the war with Spain, 

General Porter said: 

“Within a week the United States will have concluded substantially 
a@ peace treaty. 

“It will be such a treaty as will secure al] the fruits of our victories. 
Our people have indorsed the principle of expansion. Many Americans 
who opposed the war now admit that America is justified in discarding 
the swaddiing clothes of infancy and extending the privileges of her 
freedom as widely as possible. 

“The war has made us respected abroad and stopped sectlonailsm 
at home. They were wise and patriotic Americans who saw the wisdom 
of freeing Cuba and of giving @00Qa government to the Philippines. 
The war made the Americans So that where America’s intere are 
concerned none is for the party and all for the state.”’

The conference is presided over 
by Bishop Wallace W. Duncan, whose home 
is Spartanburg, S. C. He was for years an 
able professor in Wofford college. 

Alfter singing the opening conference 
hymn, he read I. Cor. xiii, and spoke earn- 
estly of the love needed in the work of the 
ministry. He said that the love should 
be Very strong one to another, and the 
bonds of brotherhood should help to lift 
each other up and that rea] love in the 
life was more powerful to the saving of the 
people than brilliancy or eloquence. At the 
ecoficlusion of his ismnpressive address. the 
conference proceeded to organize. 

Rev. J. W. Heidt, D.D., the veteran sec- 
retary of the last conference, called the 
roll, which showed a large attendance. He 
was then elected unanimously as secretary. 
Upon wis nomination the following were 
@iedted as assistant secretaries: E. R. 
Cook, F. W. McClesky, J. D. Walker, T. 
A. Seals, F. McRee, J. E. Rosser, C. 5S. 
Wright, W. 8S. Snow, W. C. Hunnicutt. 

The hour of meeting was made 9:50 a. m. 
and of adjournment 1:30 p. m. The bar was 
fixed. The presiding elders were appointed 
a committee to nominate the various boards 
and committees. By. motion of Dr. W. C. 
Stradley and T. C. Betterton, they were 
instructed to nominate a committee of thir- 
teen to consider ajl matters pertaining to 
the war claim of the publishing house of 
the church at Nashville. 

Rev. A. C. Sanders was announced as 
transferred to this conference. 

Dr. W. F. Tillett, the dean of the Theo- 
logical faculty of Vanderbilt university, and 
Rev. Young J. Allen, LL.D., of China, were 
introduced and welcomed. Dr. J. D. Ham- 
mond, the new secretary of the board of 
education at Nashville, was warmly wel- 
comed, Bishop Williams, of the colored 
Methodist Episcopal church, was intro- 
duced. 

The report of the board of missions at 
Nashville was read. It showed incr@éases on 
al] the lines of work. Oter $1,100.000 has been 
maised in four years, and the debt wiped 
out. All lands are being opened to the 
simple gospel. 

The report of the general board of church 
extension at Louisville, Ky., was read. It 
showed great activity. They are now rais- 
ing a large loan fund to help build, by 
loans, needy churches, and the fund to be 
hamed the David Morton Loan Fund.

The board of education, with headquar- 
ters at Nashville, Tenn.. presented its re- 
port. It is planning, ws a twentieth cen- 
tury fund, to raise $1,500.000 for education.

Macon, Ga., November 23.—(Special)—The 
MMlitary camps there have been named. Gen- 
eral Bates, who is in command of the 
froops, gave out the names of the camps 
this morning. The camp at the Huff place 
Will be known as Camp Haskell and the 
camp at Ocmulgee park as Camp Fornance. 
The former is named in nonor of Lieutenant 
Colonel Haskell, of the Seventh infantry, 
who was killed in the battle’of El Caney, 
and the Jatter in honor of Captain For- 
mance, who was killed in the charge at 
San Juan. 

General Bates said today that the revolt 
of the Sixth Virginia, which occurred Sat- 
urday night, had not been fully investi- 
Gated, and that the leaders of the revolt 
had not yet been punished, He said that 
the matter would be fully investigated, 
and that the omer pag < eutd they were, 
would be punished. regiment is still 
under guard and will ne kept there until 
the matter is investigated. 

The Third North Carolina arrived in the 
city this morning and went at once to Camp 
Haskell, where they will be during their 
Stay in the city. All of the officers in this 
regiment are negroes, but they showed the 
people this morning that they knew how to 
command, and the men seem to be under 
the strictest discipline. 

The Seventh immunes, another negro reg- 
iment Which arrived here, has caused no 
trouble at all. The men were allowed to 
come into the city last night and only two 
of them were taken in charge by the pro- 
vost guard. 

The Krag-Jorgensen rifles are being is- 
eued to the troops there. Tihe guns came in 
several days ago and the ordnance ofticer 
has been at work today issuing them to 
the Third engineers and the Second Ohio. 

AS was stated in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion, there will be no courtmartial] in the 
case of Colonel Kruet, who is claimed to 
have disobeyed the orders of General Bates 
by allowing his men to come into the city 
to sleep on the night of thetr arrival. It is 
thought, however, that he will be repri- 
manded by the general. 

The troops suffered a good deal last night 
from cold. The men thave not yet been 
supplied with tent stoves and some of the 
tents have no floors. The quartermaster 
has purchased a large amount of lumber, 
however, and it will be given to the men 
for tent flooring. 

All of the soldiers that are to come here 
are in camp. The total number is 6.500. 
The regiment&.are the Third engineers, the 
Second Ohio, the Tenth immunes, the Sev- 
enth immunes, the Sixth Virginia, the 
Third North Carolina. The last four named 
are negro regiments. The coming of- the 
soldiers has been a great help to the mer- 
chants of the city. All of the soldiers have 
money and they are spending it freely. It 
is not krown how long the troops will re- 
main here as orders for them to leave may 
come at any time. 

The presence of the troops there gives the 
city a lively appearance. The soldiers are 
in the city from morning till night and 
blue coats can be seen on all sides.

Mr. P. C. Rit- 
tenhouse, who addressed an open letter to 
Sam Jones in The Macon Telegraph Sun- 
day morning, came out with another letter 
this morning. He ridiculed the Rev. Mr. 
Jones for failing to answer his last letter, 
and in addliion made some strong argu- 
ments for the whisky men 

The reason that Mr. Jones would not an- 
Swer Mr. Rittenhouse at the meeting Sun- 
day night was that he could find nobody 
out of an audience of 5,000 people that knew 
the gentleman. Mr. Jones said that if the 
man was not known, he would refuse 
to answer the communication, as the had no 
respect for a man who wrote under a nom 
de plume. It is thought, however, that he 
will reply to the letter that came 
out this morning. There are many Macon 
people who are endeavoring to find out who 
Mr. Rittenhouse is. It is thought by some 
that it is the editor of The Telegraph him- 
self who is writing the articles. 

The meeting at the tent tonight was at- 
tended by a large crowd. Rev. Sam Smal] 
eddressed the meeting. Many Masons, Odd 
Fellows, Knights of Pythias and members 
of other secret organizations were present. 
Mr. Small made a strong argument for 
prohibition. It was one of the best ad- 
dresses that has been heard in Macon in 
some time and at the close of his address 
he was loudly applauded.

Senator Brannen’s Views. 

Senator Brannen, one of the conservative 
leaders of the upper house, followed in a 
short and spirited address in behalf of the 
substitute bill. He said: 

‘I’ Want, véry briefly, to explain to the 
senate. how this substitute was agreed upon, 
so that they ‘mmay perfectly understand 
the cammittee’s position. .We have not 
overturned the will of the people of Fulton 
county, ‘as it seems fashionable to charge 
that we thave done. On. the contrary, we 
have acted in their best interests, accord- 
ing to the lights before us. The terms of 
these judges do not immediately expire, as 
some would suppose, and if an election 
were held tomofrow their successors would 
not take office in one instance for seven 
months, and in another for over a year. 
We have had no thought of taking away or 
abridging the rights of the good people of 
Fulton county, and I have not the slightest 
doubt today that we have done exactly 
they would ask us to do could we 
listen to their voice as a whole right now. 
Se far as their representatives have spoken, 
we have two on one side and a senator and 
one other on the other side. 

“Believing that these things should come 
up in the ordinary course of elections, I 
baw no reason why Allen D. Candler should 
not make the appointment to fill the in- 
terim. If we cannot trust a man like that, 
who, in the name of heaven, can we put our 
trust in? The charge that we are influenced 
by corporations does not come well- from 
Atlanta, which has grown and prospered 
through corporations and draws her life 
blood. today through railroad lines. For 
myself, 1 would rather have good, honest- 
hearted Allen Candler make these appoint- 
ments than to mix the question up with 
corporations in an open election in Atlanta 
(laughicr), becaus? I know that the corpor- 
ations, can get nearer to the popular vote 
here than they ¢ver can to him. Let us 
pass this substitute. It is a common- 
sense solution of the whole question, and 
you will seek a long time if you try to dis. 
cover a better one.’’ 

Speech by Senator Bunn. 

There was some little applause at the 
coieluding words of Senator Brannen’s ad- 
dress, and then Senator Bunn, one of the 
youngest and ablest members, arose to 
continue the debate on whe eide of the sub- 
stitute bill. He said: 

“This is not merely a matter of interest 
to Fulton county, been urged by 
some distinguished speakers on the other 
Side, nor are the people of Fulton county 
the only ones who will be affected by our 
action, L.deny the statement made by the 
senator from ‘the forty-second that we have 
nothing {o do with the matter because we 
come from the country. I beg to remind 
you that our capitol is here, that our busi- 
ness interests are here, that our families 
are frequently here and that we are, at the 
present moment, here ourselvys. I am not 
even certain that the substitute bill ought te 
pass, bec ause I am yet to be entirely con- 
vinced thatt it is best to elect our judicial 
Officers by the people. 

“But our:general judiciary committee, of 
which I am not a member, has made its re- 
port, and I propose to vote for it. They 
have listened to lengthy arguments from al] 
sides; they have carefully canvassed the 
situation, and they are men in whose intel- 
ligence and integrity I bave every confi- 
dence. And in casting my vote for this re- 
port, I io SO with the sincere belief that 
i participate in a vote of confidence in the 
governor of Georgia, Hon. Allen D. Candler, 
whose honor some people are trying to im- 
pugn. ¢(Applause.) I have no ‘hesitancy 
Saying that the friends of the original 
measure have cut their own throats. by 
these cruel and unjust attacks, and if they 
invite, at the hands of this legislature, 
a vote of confidence in our governor, I am 
certain that we are prepared to respond 
without a moment's hesitation. I know our 
governor and I know these senators, and 
1 am glad to add my voice in the sharpest 
possible rebuke to the slanderers whose 
work is upon our desks today.”’ 

Senator McGenee’s Eloquence. 

As the speaker concluded Senator 
Gehee arose in his seat in the rear 
side of the chamber, and every 
wheeled about so as to face him. The sen- 
ator had already spoken once during the 
session and his voice was a trifle hoarse as 
he began, but it a few moments it cleared 
end he delivered an address such as is sel- 
dom listened to in any legislative body. tle 
showed in his face and in his gestures the

I want to real to you a single paragraph 
from a printed pampolet containing what 
is purported to be the address of a commit- 
tee of the bar association of Atlanta to the 
general assembly and wihich gratuitously 
insults and affvonts the manhood of every 
man thus addressed. It speaks of the fact 
that eome members of this body are op- 
posed to the bill én question, and says: ‘All 
this opposition is in the direct interest of 
| the great railroads, express companies, tel- 
egraph companies and cigarette and other 
trusts whose political representatives are 
we.l known to your honorable body.’

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Mr. Dorsey’s Manly Letter.

Albany’s Hay Day. 

Georgia’s possibilities, and her best 
hopes lie in the magnificent success 
which Albany has made of her Hay 
Day celebration. 

Everybody admitted that ‘Albany’s first 
Hay Day, which was celebrated in No- 
vember, 1895, three years ago, was an 
unqualified success. It was absolutely 
without a precedent and nobody had 
ever before dreamed of such an affair. 
There were many persons of a skepti- 
cal turn of mind who prophesied that 
Hay Day would fail to meet the extrav- 
agant expectations of its friends and 
promoters, and would not bring about 
that for which it was intended—the prop- 
er utilization of the native grasses of 
southwest Georgia by the farmers there- 
of—but all pessimistic predictions proved 
unfounded, and Hay Day 
umphant success, 

The idea of Hay Day owes its origin 
to Editor H. M. MelIntosh, of The Al- 
bany Herald, whose campaign during 
the last few years in the interest of hog, 
hominy and hay has been the means 
of doing so much toward bringing about 
a diversification of crops on the farms 
throughout southwest Georgia. The 
premiums in 1895 were offered by The 
Herald, and Hay Day was The Herald’s 
institution, but this year the Albany 
board of trade and the local business 
men generally went into the Hay Day 
scheme with a determination that the sec- 
ond Hay Day should eclipse the first in 
every particular. 

‘The premiums offered by the Albany 
board of trade for the best vields of hay 
made in 1898 and to be decided today, 
were as follows:

As soon as it was announced in March 
last that another Hay Day would be 
held this month, interest in the enter- 
prise began to be manifested on all 
sides. ‘Many farmers prepared their 
five-acre plots and commenced assidu- 
ously to cultivate them. Careful] atten- 
tion was bestowed upon ithe grasses once 
regarded ag worthless, and minute rec- 


ords of the manner of cultivation were | 


kept. The best methods for entting 
and curing ‘were practically considered 
and the very best results that brains 
and energy could bring about were pro- 
duced. 

It would be impossible to compute the 
magnificent benefits that have been de- 
rived by the agricultural interests of 
that section around Albany through the 
diversification of crops generally and the 
cultivation of hay, especially during the 
past few years. But a short time ago 
practically all the hay consumed in 
southwest Georgia was brought from the 
west. Now, however, it has come to 
pass that nearly al! hav which is 
fed to horses and cattle is the product 
of their own fields, and every vear sees a 
marked increase in the quantity of na- 
tive grasses that is baled and put on the 
market. 

Contrary to the predictions of doubt- 
ing Thomases, native hay commands 
prices equal those paid for that 
brought from the west, and it is a no- 
torious fact in this section that stock 
will ignore the latter when they can get 
at the sweeter product of our own soil. 

Hundreds of farmers have provided 
themselves with improved hay presses, 
and where, a few years ago, such ma- 
chines were searce articles and general- 
ly regarded as extravagances, one is now 
to be found on nearly every farm of 
any consequence. 

Albany furnishes a challenge to every 
city of Georgia to inaugurate just such 
a movement as this! 
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The Views of Bishop Gaines. 

‘he Constitution takes pleasure in 
granting to Bishop W. J. Gaines, of the 
African Methodist church, the opportu- 
nity to express his views upon the pres- 
ent sirained relations between the races. 

This privilege is extended all the more 
heartily beeause in the dearth of wise 
colored leaders, the bishop has stood al- 
most alone in endeavoring to build up 
a feeling of amity and good fellowship 
between variant races compelled to live 
together, and yet so widely separated 
by the hands of Providence. More 
than any other public colored man, 
Bishop Gaines has been upheld and sup- 
ported by white people in the south, 
because they saw in him a conserva- 
tive and wise influence, in following 
whose leadership his people could live 
in harmony with their white neighbors. 

While it may be natural for Bishop 
Gaines to feel downcast at the present 
situation, yet there are brighter times 
ahead if he but continues in the work 
for which his vast life has been noted. 
Tt is with something of a pathetie touch 
that the bishop, noticing the approach to 
the danger line between whites and 
blacks in the south, also admits that 
that sympathy for his people which had 
always been expressed in the north has 
also dwindled away. Perhaps it is in 
this very fact that lies the salvation of 
the colored race. The difficulties which 
have beset the two races in the south, 
and which have made possible recent 
events in North Carolina, owe their ori- 
gin largely to this misplaced northern 
sympathy. If Bishop Gaines can induce 


his people to rely more upon the good 
will, the sense of fair dealing and the 
kindness of the white mep of the souta, 


he will find that it will be a good ex- | 


change for that prurient intermeddling 
sympathy from the busy-bodies of New 
England, which can only mean mischief 
in its application, and which will breed 
mischief as long as it lasts. '

The Senate’s Action. 

The action of the senate on yesterday 
adopting the Steed substitute for the 
city court bills by a majority so over- 
wheiming ag to clothe the measure al- 
most with the sanction of unanimity, 
practically closes one phase of the leg- 
islation that has attracted so much local 
attention. 

This action will be approved by all 
classes of our citizens except those who, 
from motives of personal interest or the 
zeal born of advocacy, may prefer to 
stake the success of the entire principle 
involved upon an effort to force the

house. 

The Constitution heartily favors the 
election of judges and solicitors by the 
people, and we believe that th¢ end de- 
sired can be attained in the strest and 
safest way through the channel of the 
senate substitute: Any effort to impede 
the progress of that measure will jeop- 
ardize the success of the entire bill, and 
will thwart the expressed wil! of the 
people. 

Incident to the discussion of the mer- 
its of the substitute measure several 
senators took occasion to characterize 
in the severest terms the language of the 
circular emanating from the committee 
appointed by the Bar Association— 
language that was indignantly repudiat- 
ed by even those senators who opposed 
the substitute. There can be no ques- 
tion that this cireular did the cause it 
advocated a great degree of harm, but 
The Constitution is satisfied that some, 
at least, of the committee who signed 
the circular did not mean to express the 
attack upon the senate and the gov- 
ernor that the rational inference of the 
language conveyed. 

Senator Nesbitt, who 
sents the district in which Fulton coun- 
ty is Jocated: Senator Steed, who intro- 
duced the substitute which was adopted, 
and the large number of senators who 
supported this exceHent measure, are en- 
titled to the thanks of the business in- 
terests of the county for preventing an 
untimely special election being thrust 
upon the people in this holiday season. 
The people will elect at the next regrlar 
election: and the officers then chosen 
will go into office almost immediately 
thereafter. That is what the people 
voted for, and that is what they want.

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Mr. Chappell’s Measure. 

The measure which Hon. Thomas |. 
Chappell, of Muscogee, has introduced in 
constitutional 
taxation to 4 
per cent, is 


the house to limit by 
amendment the rate of 
mills, or four-tenths of 1 
one which should commend itself to leg- 
islators. The adoption of this meéas- 
ure by the legislature would insure its 
incorporation in the organic law, tor 
the people of the state are keen to re- 
move the present heavy burdens of tax- 
ation from their shoulders. A maximum 
rate of $4 a thousand would insure some 
relief, and would contribute something 
to the effort that the taxpayers must 
make to recuperate from the heavy drain 
on their resources made by the gold 
standard. 

It is intended that the rate proposed 
by Mr. Chappell’s bill shall go into elfect 
five years hence. ‘This seems to be a 
long time to those who have the bur- 
dens to bear: but it is necessary that 
those who have charge of the affairs of 
the state should have an opportunity to 
put the house in order, as it were, and 
make due arrangements for plecing in 
operation the machinery of economy. 

It is hardly necessary to argue as W 
the wisdom and necessity the lower 
rate. It is demanded by condi- 
tion of the people, by their crippled re- 
sources, by the signs of the times. If 
we are ever to have any real prosperity 
under the gold standard, it must come 
as the result of some such discovery of 
gold deposits as those found in Call- 
fornia fifty-odd years But the 
people cannot wait for any such acci- 
dents fortune. They have been 
compelled by a dreadful process of de-

erty prices and poverty

it is to be described as a step backward, 
well and good. Many good citizens who 
used to ride in carriages are now com- 
pelled go afoot if go at all.

cents, have also been compelled to take 


a long step backward. Men who have 
seen their property lose two-thirds of its 
vaiue have found it necessary to reduce 
expenditures. So it is in every depart- 
ment of life and business, and so it must 
be with the state. 

We cannot go on. aS we have been 
going. The state cannot continue to 
pay out more money than it 
in; such a ecourse means either bank- 
ruptey or the confiscation of the peo- 
ple’s property by higher taxes. As the 
gold standard called a halt in business 
and prosperity—a halt sudden and 
tremendous that it shook the bottom out 
of things—so the state will have to call 
a halt in its methods of collecting and 
spending money. It must reduce its 
demands on the people to a point where 
they will not be oppressive, and to do 
this it must reduce its expenditures, 
take in its saiis, and conform its finan- 
cial affairs to the conditions produced 
by our beautiful system of 
money” and unsound property. 

This requires time, of course. There 
are obligations to mect that must be 
met: and, in any event, there must be 
a healthy preparation for any system of 
economical administration that is pinch- 
ing enough to adjust itself to the pinch- 
ing process of the gold standard. Am- 
ple time for this preparation is given 
in Mr. Chappell’s measure, and it is to 
be hoped that the legislature will give 
the people an opportunity to say wheth- 
er they would like to incorporate a max- 
imum rate of four-tenths of 1 per cent

| in the organic law. The response, we 
think, would be all but unanimous. 

The power to tax is the power to de- 
stroy, but in a republic the people are 
not likely to use this power to destroy 
themselves. It is only when they are 
caught in an‘extraordinary corner that 
they are likely to make a mistake. Even 
those who are opposed to the gold stand- 
ard never anticipated the results of it. 
They used to read the predictions made 
by The Constitution ten and even five 
years ago, and many of them said to 
themselves, “Well, it’s a bad thing, but 
this paper is simply talking loud to at- 
tract attention.” The facts, however, 
are worse than the predictions, and they 
must be faced. The way to face them 
is to adjust all affairs to them, the state's 
affairs no less than those of an indi- 
vidual. 

One fact that stands out is that the 
people of Georgia are paying a higher 
rate of taxation for ordinary purposes 
than is being paid by any southern state. 
Take the levee tax from the rate which 
Mississippi exacts from her taxpayers, 
and it will be found that they are pay- 
ing less for ordinary purposes than the 
people of Georgia. Therefore, we head 
the list, so far as high taxes are con- 
cerned. They have grown insensibly, 
so gradual has been the upward ten- 
dency; and even now, 80 complete has 
the system of kiting, transferring and 
covering up become that there are to be 
found men ready to defend the high 
raie, and to commit the new administra- 
tion to the various shifty methods that 
have been practiced to conceal the plain 
fact that Che state has been paying 
out more than it has been able to collect. 

It is to be hoped, therefore, that the 
legislature will aid the people in their 
desire to place the maximum rate of 
taxation at such a figure as will not rep- 
resent confiscation.

Free Silver Will Live. 

The auxiety with which the republi- 
can newspapers announce the death of 
free silver ig only father to the thought. 

By enlarging the importance of foreign 
issues it is their hope to overshadow all 
local questions, so that in the glamor 
of imperial glory the will of the people 
at home may be passed over. In a re- 
cent speech ex-Governor Altgeld antag- 
onized this hope in the following lan- 
guage: 

The Lreathing, living fssue in 1900 will he 
free silver. Renegade democrats and rob- 
ber republicans cannot kill it. It ts not 
dead because the corrupt twin brethren, 
Hanna and Croker, assert that it is dead. 
Kivery man who was earnestly and con- 
scientiously with us in 1896 is with -us to- 
day. 

The platform of 1896 will be re-affirmed. 
There will be no hedging, no dodging. Free 
silver will be stronger in the next ational 
convention than it was in the last. There 
is a painful surprise in store for men who 
believe it is dead. 

The next two years will prove quite 
as disappointing to the republicans as 
the past two. When Mr. McKinley as- 
sumed the presidency it was fondly 
hoped that silver was dead. The re- 
eent election has shown that silver has 
become the corner stone of the demo- 
cratic temple.

GILBERT'S PLANS 
WAY BE COSTLY 


An Outline Suppested of What 
He Is Expected To Report

on October 25th. 

Notning has been heard from the roads. 
It was reported that they would ask the 
commission for an extension of the time, 
but they have not made any request of the 
kind. 

The railway officials who attended the 
meeting of October 25th referred the matter 
to Mujor J. W. Thomas, president of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. He en- 
gaced Mr. Bradford L. Gilbert, the New 
York architect, to come here and solve the 
problem. Mr. Gilbert was here last week, 
and before leaving he stated that he thought 
hhe had a solution, but whether his plans 
would be ackteptable to the roads, of 
course, he could not say. 

Mr, Gilbert studied only one site, and 
that was the present one. From vague 
remarks which he made while here, it is 
believed that he will suggest a modern 
station covering the present site and ex- 
tending east perhaps over a part of the 
Georgia railroad’s right of way. It 
thought that Mr. Gilbert «co: templates 
bringing the trains into the terminal by 
elevated tracks. This plan would leave 
abundant space down stairs for waiting 
rooms, restaurant and baggage rooms. 

An elevation of ten feet would permit 
most vehicles to pass under the tracks at 
Whitehall, Pryor and Loyd streets, but it 
would be possible to get fourteen feet ele- 
vation at Pryor and Loyd and at least 
twelve feet at Whitehall without anv 
great engineering obstacie. Indeed, it is 
said to be possible to get an elevation of 
fourteen feet at Whitehall above the 
railway by cutting the street down, but 
that would take a cut of probably three 
feet unless the Broad street bridge could 
be raised a foot or two. 

Tracks Under Broad Street. 

The tracks under Br¥ad street could 
be elevated fully four feet and the cars 
would still clear the bridge all right as 
it now stands. With a 2 per cent grade, 
the tracks would get an elevation of six 
feet more between the bridge and White- 
hall street. That would be ten feet 
ditional height at Whitehall could be 
tained by cutting down the railway 

It might be possible to get 
than four’ feet elevation under 
sireet bridge, or that bridge could i 
one or two feet, if absolutely necessary. 

There would no trouble at Pr 
street, as six feet in elevation could 
obtained between Whitehall] and Pryor on 
a 2 per cent grade. 

An engine can pull a 
grade all right. 

On the east side of the station there is 
plenty of room for elevating the tracks at 
an easy grade.

The ground floor of the 
hotel was divided into a number of large 
Stores and few of their occupants saved 
anything worth mentioning, the majority 
reporting total losses.

The Columbia theater building on 
Pewell street, west side of the Baldwin, 
suffered considerably, and the basement of 
the Columbia theater and fashionable play 
house wag gutted of much valuable matter. 
Dr.. Freeman, manager of the Gay Coney 
Island company, who was a guest at the 
Baldwin, lost a trunk eontaining valuable 
papers and $3,500 In casid 

There were upwards of 300 guests in the 
hote] when the fire was discovered and the 
scenes Which followed beggar description. 
The watchmen, bell boys and other em- 
ployees of the hotel worked nobly in as- 
sisting sleeping residents. It is believed 
that every person in the building was ap- 
prised of the danger within ten minutes 
after the fire broke out, but rumors are 
that many of those in the east wing, 
where the flames were discovered, were 
cut off from escape and were lost. 

Many of the guests of the hotel are 
eastern traveling men, many of whom lost 
all their effects. The hostelry was a fa- 
vorite stopping pace for sporting people, 
the location being an admirable one and 
convenient to all sporting resorts and 
places of amusement. 

What the loss of life will be cannot Le 
stated at this writing, but so far only two 
deaths have been reported. Captain J. T. 
White, who oceupied a room on the fourth 
floor, was killed while trying to escape by 
means Of a which dangle@ from the 
fifth ‘Shee almost to the street below. The 
rope had previously done good service, 
ing the means by which five persons 
caped from the burning building. 

The story of the rope is a thrilling one.

Special Investigating Committee Has 
Returned to Atlanta.

EXAMINED THE HE CUBAN MISSIONS 


Reports Will Be Made to the Home 
Mission Board in a Few Weeks. 


MANY RECOMMENDATIONS WILL BE MADE 


Committee Left Atlanta on November 
Sth and Spent Two Weews in 
Investigating Cuban Mis- 

! sions. | 


PORTER KING, CHAIRMAN: DR. I. 
T. Tichenor and Dr. E. L. Connally, who 
compose the committee recently sent to 
Cuba to investigate the interests of the 
home mission Loard of the Southerm Bap- 
tist convention, have returned to the city. 
Their report will be the board 
at its next regular occurs 
on the first Tuesday in 

As a result of their investigations the 
home mission board will undoubtedly cx- 
tend its work in Cuba and members of this 
church are confident that the island will 
be largely won to the Baptist religion. A 
number of ministers will Le sent to Cuba 
as soon as possible to organize missions in 
portions of the island hitherto not entered 
by the missionaries, but it is the intention 
of the members of the board to eventually 
ordain Cubans into the Baptist ministry, 
the object being to have them labor among 
their native people. 

This committee left Atlanta on 
Ler 8th, going at once to llavana. The 
property of the home mission bLcard at tihat 
place was examined and the congregaiion 
was questioned upon the manner in which 
matters had been conducted Guring the 
time that the Americans prohibited 
from entering Havana on aceount the 
war with Spain. 

The committee was sent to Cuba in crder 
that it might make suggestions to the n is- 
sion board. The report is now being writ- 
ten and will be read by Mr. King. It will 
be quite volumingus and will deal with 
every phase of the situation. The report 
will speak of the fact that when the home 
mission board began its work in Cuba 
twelve years ago it entered a new field 
under very unfavorable conditions, cud 
when the war with Spain commenced the 
mission board had purchased a tieater in 
the central portion of Hayuna, paying 
$65,000 in Spanish gold. The board also 
owns a hospital and cemetery, which are 
valued at a considerable sum cr money. 
The congregation in Havana j;revicus to 
the declaration of war consisted of 2,000 

nen and women. This membership was 
distributed among five active missions in 
the city. 

When the insurgents declared war 
against Spain a committee from the home 
mission Loard visited Havana and a con- 
ference was held with the Cuban Baptist 
ministers. They were told that they were 
at liberty to leave if they feared the loss 
of their lives or liberty, and they all did 
<o. Among these ministers was Dr. Diaz, 
who was in Atlanta for some time. The 
women, however, refused to leave. 

They remained in Havana during the war 
between the insurgents and Spain and 
while Spain was fighting the United States. 
The reports of the investigating commit- 
tee will speak very }Lighly of these women 
and the work they have done. Dr. Ed- 
ward Belot, a Frenchman, was left in 
charge of the property of the home mission 
board when the Cuban ministers were 
forced to leave the island, and he man- 
aged with great care, the report will an- 
nounce, the interests of the board until his 
death from consumption. 

Then his niece, a Miss Joerg, 
control of the property, Which was a de- 
cided departure from Cuban customs. ‘The 
report, however, will commend her highiy 
for her care of the property. The report 
will that the time has arrived to 
begin active work in Cuba on an extensive 
seale.

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The house yesterday discussed university 
matters and tax reform, but did not take 
final action on either, although both pre- 
cipitated somewhat lengthy debates. Im- 
mediately after the preliminary business 
of the session was concluded Speaker Lit- 
tle announced that the special order for 
the day was the discussion of the tax 
reform resolution offered by Mr. Ellis, of 
Bibb, at last Monday's session. Thereupon 
the clerk was instructed to read the reso- 
lution, which is given below in fuli: 

By Mr. Ellis of Bibb—A_ resolution: 
Whereas, After years of experience it is 
apparent that the practical operation of the 
presem system of tax returns and assess- 
ment in Georgia is inefficient and does 
not meet the purpose of the framers of our 
constitution to equalize the burdens of 
taxation upon all classes of persons fund 
property; and, 

Whereas, Our present system as a whole 
is inadequate to meet the purposes for 
which it was intended, and {fs not in keep- 
ing with the wisdom, experience, business 
judgment and progressive methods which 
have marked the course of a large ma- 
jority of other states in these matters, and 
as a comequence millions of dollars in 
taxable values are not now being returned 
for taxation, and much of the property 
now on the digest is returned at an unfair 
valuation; and, 

Whereas, In recognition of this condition 
of this branch of our state’s affars there 
are more than a dozen measures now pend- 
ing to correct evils apparent in the present 
system; and, 

Whereas, In every question involving ‘a 
proposed change in the tax laws of the 
state there are considerations of vital im- 
port to every citizen of the state ang to 
the commercial and business prosperity of 
our people, as well as questions of con- 
stitutional and statutory law and public 
policy, rendering it of the utmost impor- 
tance that none of these questions be 
hastily considered or ill-advisedly decided; 
and, - 

Whereas, I¢ is manifestly impossible that 
the general assembly will, at its present 
sesston, already nearly half gone, be able 
to enter into a proper consideration of the 
manifold questions involved in the inau- 
guration of a new system and a revision, 
simplification and codification of the laws 
concerning taxation, and an analysis of 
the administrative machinery thereof, all 
of which is not only @esirable, but abso- 
lutely necessary; be it, therefore, 

Resolved, By the house and senate con- 
curringe— 

1. That the governor be, 
authorized and directed,

(c) To report fully to this genera] as- 
sembly on the first day of its next session 
the result of its investfzation and its find- 
ings in such a manner as will, insofar as is 
possible, place before the members thereof 
the considerations upon which such find- 
ings are based. 

(d) To prepare and present to the general 
assembly, at the same time its report is 
made, and as a part thereof, a bill incor- 
porating such changes in che tax laws of 
Georgia as will, in the opinion of said 
board, most effectually correct the evils 
and inequalities of the present system. 

(e) To inquire into and report upon 
practicability an-] wisdom of a constitu- 
tional limitation of the rate of taxation,

When the tax reform resolution had been 
given the direction thus indicated Speaker 
next order was 
of Elberton, to repeal 
the act of 1881 making permanent the in- 
come of the state university. Several mem- 
bers of the house addressed the chair, but 
Mr. Jones, of Burke, was first recognized. 
Mr. Jones stated that he arose for the pur- 
pose of opposing the resolution, which he 
thought was calculated to jeopardize the in- 
terests of the university of the state. Briefly 
explaining the act of 1881 for the informa- 
tion of the house, he Stated that {ft author- 
Ized the trustees of the university to pur- 
matured bonds of the state with the 
u. derstanding presenting these 
bonds to the they would receive 
in lieu thereof 7 per cent bonds expiring at 
the end of Sifty years. This wise provision, 
he declared, was for the purpose of supply- 
ing the university with some safe invest- 
ment for its funds. He stated that the 
funds of the university were in large meas- 
ure derived from the liberality of private 
individuals, some of whom were not 
dents of the state, and tnat it was the duty 
of the lawmakers of Georgia to protect and 
foster such @gifis. He gave it as his de- 
liberate opinion that the bill, if put into 
effect, would not only cripple the university 
of the state, but also injure the cause of 
higher education in Georgia. 

Mr, Erwin, of Clarke, followed Mr. 
in Opposition to the bill. He considered the 
bill unjust to the university and felt sure 
that the lawmakers of Georgia would not 
consent to trample upon the interests of 
that institution. He made the point that 
if the friends of the proposed measure were 
influenced by the rate of interest presgribed 
in. the act of 1881 and considered that rate 
of interest excessive, he wou!d move to 
amend the att by substituting 31 per cent 
In lieu of 7 per cent, but that he could see 
no reason why the statute itself should be 
repealed.

Though hailing from the county 
in which Emory college is located, Judge 
Pace came nobly to the defense of the 
university of the state. He thought the act 
of 1881 should remain upon the statute 
books. He thought that if the bill were 
passed it would tend to discourage the
